cs of various kinds. The expenditures 
ordinarily reach twelve and a half mil- 
lions, of which six mUUons are swallowed 
up by the War Department, seventeen 
hundred thousand dollars by the expense 
of collecting and managing tho revenues 
and uearlv four miljions by interest on 
tis national debt. There Is always a 
deficit of at least font millions, »ad. the 
Mexican government is always tempted 
to get over it by failing to pay the in- 
terest on the debt-

REGULATIONS OF THE WAR DE- 


PARTMENT. 


Washington, July 16.—A eeneral order 


ias just been issued that in organizing new 
egiments of volunteers Governors of States 


authorized to appoint in addition a 


Second Lieutenant for each company, who 
hall be mustered into the service at the 
lommencemant of the organization, with 
authority to muster in recruits as they are 
Bnlisted. 


Any recruit, after enlistment, found 


ibviously unfit for service by medical in- 
spection, shall be discharged, and ali ex- 
pense* deducted from the pay of Buch 
second lieutenant. Any officer thus ap- 
pointed is only entitled to be paid on 
muster and the pay roll of his 'company, 
and if Jailing to secure an organiied com- 
pany within a reasonable time designated 
by bis Governor, his men will be transferred 
to some other company, his appointment 
revoked, and be discharged without pay 
unless his Governor thinks proper to give 
him a position in tbe company to which hia 
men are transferred. 
Recruits will be~flent 


to the regimental rendezvous.at least once 
a week. If found unfit for service by the 
surgeon, they will be discharged forthwith. 
As Boon as tbe organization of a regimen^ 
ia completed it will be carefully inspected 
by the mustering officer of the State, who 
will see that at least the minimum number- 
of vach company U present. No absentees,
